Box Board Makers Agreed That They 
Should Get $2.50 a Ton More. 


Definite Action, However, Is Postponed Until Next Tuesday, 
as Some Representatives Had No Power to Bind 
Their Companies, and as the Coal Strike May 
Be Settled—Some Phases of the Situation. 





In response to the following telegram sent out late last 
week seventeen board manufacturers gathered at the Mur- 
ray Hill Hotel in New York on Tuesday of this week: 
“On account of the coal situation and the high price of 
raw material have called meeting for the 14th at 11 a. m. 
at Murray Hill Hotel. Please attend. Other manufac- 
turers advise the meeting. Yours truly, George W. 
Downs.” 

The meeting was called to order by Mr. Downs, who 
outlined his reasons for asking the board manufacturers 
to attend. J. P. Lewis, of the J. P. Lewis Company, of 
Beaver Falls, N. Y., presided over the discussion which 
followed. After wrestling for four hours with the great 
question whether there should be a general advance on 
ill boards the sense of the meeting was declared to be 
that an advance in the price of boards is warranted, owing 
to the increased cost of coal and the raw materials. But 
as Augustus H. Ivins and Robert B. McEwan, who rep- 
resented the United Box Board and Paper Company, did 
not have the nece8sary authority to bind Thejr company 
n the matter of an advance, the meeting was adjourned 
till next Tuesday to give those gentlemen time to get the 
sanction of their company to the proposed action of the 
meeting held this week. Another reason for the delay 
was the fact that matters relating to changes in the price 
ist of the United should receive the approval of Charles 
W. Bell, manager of the sales department of that com- 
pany. Mr. Bell is now out of town, but is expected to 
return on Friday of this week. Some definite action will 
therefore be taken at the meeting to be held next Tues- 
day. If the representatives of the United Box Board and 
Paper Company could have agreed to it there would no 
loubt have been an advance of at least $2.50 on all grades 
of box boards this week. 

In addition to the inability of Messrs. Ivins and Mc- 
Ewan to bind their company, the peculiar situation of the 
‘oal strike on Tuesday helped to cause a postponement of 
the talked of advance. On that day it looked as if the 
strike was settled or would be settled within a few days. 
Assuming this to be the case, one of the strong argu- 
ments in favor of an advance was elimifated. A post- 
ponement of action, therefore, seemed advisable until 
definite information could be obtained on the coal ques- 
tion. It was, therefore, decided to adjourn till next Tues- 
day to meet at the same hour and place. 

While no advance was made, all those at the meeting 
agreed that boards should be marked up at least $2.50 per 
ton to cover the increased cost of manufacture. The old 
paper stock that enters into many grades of board is now 
costing the manufacturers $2.50 a ton more than it did 
last spring. It was also agreed that, even if the mining 
of coal should be resumed at once, the supply will be so 
short of the demand for months to come that the board 
manufacturers of the country will have to pay high prices 
for their coal all winter. 

In regard to the coal question a number of the manu- 
facturers said that they have incurred great additional ex- 
pense within the past few weeks in being obliged to pay 


abnormal prices for coal. These men cannot see how they 





are going to be helped very much even if the coal strike 
is settled right away. They cite the fact that their plants 
are in most cases far inland, and that the chances are that 
the board mills will get their supply of coal after all the 
other manufacturing industries have been filled up. 

Then again a number of the board mills have been get- 
ting their coal by barges. But as navigation will be 
closed before their shipments are ready, the deliveries wilt 
have to be made by rail at increased cost. 

Pulp wood and ground wood have cost the board men 
more money this year, so they report. All grades of old 
paper stock are higher. But there has been no material 
increase in the cost of making straw board beyond the 
increase in the price of coal. Straw board, however, must 
be advanced along with the other grades the manufacturers 
assert, as that kind of board is, as it were, the key to the 
whole situation. By this they mean that they cannot get 
more money for news board, chip board, &c., without jack- 
ing up the figures in straw board. In doing this there is 
some fear that the small Western mills that are now run- 
ning on wrappings would go off onto straw board. This 
is one of the unfavorable aspects of the case. Neverthe- 
less the sense of the meeting was that some advance should 
be made.

Power Development on Rainy River. 
[FROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT.) 

Toronto, Canada, October 13, 1902——American and 
Canadian capitalists are working together to secure rights 
to develop power on the Rainy River, which is an inter- 
national stream, and in regard to which action must be 
taken by the governments of Ontario and Minnesota. Sen- 
ator McMullen, representing the Canadian interests, and 
W. H. Backus, of Minneapolis, representing the United 
States capitalists, waited on Hon. E. J. Davis, Commis- 
sioner of Crown Lands, this week, and laid proposals 
before him, which he will bring before the Government. 
Rainy River is the highway for getting out the product 
of the great Ontario-Minnesota white pine timber belt, 
and there is a large quantity of spruce in the country, 
which Minnesota capitahists some years ago were anxious 
to get into the market in order to supply paper for the 
Chicago dailies. With the opening up of this tract by 
the Canadian Northern Railway, and now by the devel- 
opment of power at Fort Frances, this project will no 
doubt be revived. L. 


NEW ASSOCIATION. 


Manufacturers and Power Owners 
Intend to Act Together. 


They Organize the Forestry, Water Storage and Manufac- 
turing Association of the State of New York—The 
Articles of Association—Those Who Are In- 
terested in the Association—The Officers. 








The Forestry, Water Storage and Manufacturing Asso- 
ciation of the State of New York was formed as a result 
of the meeting of manufacturers held at the Grand Hotel, 
New York, on Thursday of last week. This new associa- 
tion is the outcome of a general feeling among the people 
and manufacturing and other industrial concerns having 
interests in the Adirondacks, and power producing rivers 
that originate in the Adirondacks, that a great deal for 
the mutual benefit could be accomplished by concerted ac- 
tion. 

The meeting was called to order at about 11 o’clock 
a.m. After a few hours’ discussion, a general agreement 
having been reached as to the objects and scope of the 
proposed association, a committee was appointed to draft 
the necessary papers and report at 5 p. m. Reassembling 
at that hour the object and purpose of the formation of 
the association, according to the articles of association 
adopted, were outlined as follows: 

“To encourage and promote the building and maintain- 
ing of water storage reservoirs in the State of New York 
for the purpose of checking freshets, maintaining a more 
uniform flow of water in rivers and streams throughout 
the year and rendering and making them more useful in 
the transportation of the products of the forests and mines 
and the development of the material resources of the State, 
and for other beneficial and lawful purposes. 

“To promote and encourage the proper and practical 
system of forestry and unite in all reasonable and honest 
efforts therefor. To discourage by education and other 
proper means the removal of timber from lands in such 
manner, and to such extent, as will render such lands 
useless for the further growth of timber, and to encourage 
under safe and proper limitations the removal of grown 
timber from all lands in the State of New York. 

“T@ encourage in such way as may be desirable the 
rendering of rivers and streams of the State of New York 
more available and adaptable for use by manufacturing and 
business interests. 

“To encourage the deyejepment of our natural re- 
sources for the storage of water.” 

It is not intended to confine the membership to indus- 
trial concerns, as shown by the following qualifications 
for membership: “All persons, associations, partnerships, 
corporations who are subscribers hereto and such others 
as from time to time shall be elected by the executive 
committee of the will be members of this 
association.” The principal office for the association is 
to be in Albany, N. Y. 

The organization was perfected, articles of association 
adopted, officers elected and committees appointed as fol-

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PRICES ADVANCED FURTHER. 


Book, News and Tissue Move Upward in Philadelphia 
Market—Mills All Full of Orders—Coal Shortage 
Limiting Product Somewhat. 








The settlement of the coal strike has changed the whole 
market situation. The tension has at last been removed to 
the great relief of everybody connected with the paper in- 
dustry. But, although the fear of a coal famine no longer 
exists, there is as yet no actual improvement in the coal 
supply. In other worils, the mills are worse off this week 
than they were last weck, as they have, received but little 
coal within the past few weeks. A few of them are shut 
down altogether, while the majority of them are within a 
week or two of the end of their coal piles. The market on 
all grades is therefore very firm, simply because manufac- 
turers are unable to promise early deliveries on proffered 
orders. That this condition of the market is likely to con- 
tinue for a number of weeks to come there is no doubt, as 
it is admitted that the supply of coal cannot reach its nor- 
mal proportions for months, even if mining on an extensive 
scale is resumed at once. Because of the scarcity and con- 
sequent high price of coal the paper manufacturers are 
very firm in their demands. Just previous to the settle- 
ment of the strike the market was in a feverish state. 
Practically all.the mill owners notified their trade within 
the past week that they could not promise delivery on new 
business. They, however, offered to accept such business, 
but at their own prices. These prices do not show positive 
advances over the quotations of last week, except on book 
papers. On the latter there has been an advance of be- 
tween % to % of a cent. The advance made last week 
in the price of soda pulp is said to have forced the book 
paper manufacturers to put up their prices. The scarcity 
of coal had on Monday of this week created a mild panic 
in the book market. According to the reports then re- 
ceived the manufacturers were advising their selling agents 
to insist upon getting from % to % a cent advance, and 
not to promise delivery, as their mills were apt to shut 
down any day. This feverish state of the market is now 
over in part at least, as the manufacturers now feel con- 
fident that they can keep their mills going. For a few 
weeks they all agree that the supply of coal may continue 
to be short, but that there is little chance that any paper 
mill will be obliged to close down for want of coal. News 
paper, writings and manilas have evidently not been af- 
fected by the coal strike, as have book papers. News con 
tinues scarce and firm, being sold all the way up from 2% 
cents. Writings are firm at the old figures. Manilas are 
also strong, but no positive advances have occurred in 
them this week. In all lines the manufacturers have sug 
gested to their sales agents that the latter had better sub 
mit to the mill all new orders calling for early delivery. In 
the jobbing trade business has not been very good the past 
two weeks because consumers of paper have been afraid to 
order ahead, not knowing whether they could keep their 
plants running on account of the scarcity of coal. Big 
mill business, on the other hand, has been remarkably good, 
as dealers and large consumers have been very anxious to 
get in a stock of paper before the threatened general shut 


down of all the mills. 


Massachusetts Mills Busy.

orders. Future orders, moreover, from regular customers, 
that is orders conditioned on sixty days’ delivery, are 
being turned down by some manufacturers, owing to the 
uncertainty of future trade conditions. Complaints of the 
slow delivery of paper by the mills are frequently heard, 
and “kicks” are getting so common that they don’t seem 
to be noticed now. Mill quotations, while showing no 
change of late, are likely to be advanced by some of the 
mills ere long. True it is that prices on news, some 
grades of manilas and book papers have been advanced, 
but the higher grades of paper remain unchanged in val- 
ues, notwithstanding the strong inclination on the part 
of such manufacturers to elevate prices a little. Viewing 
the paper business as a whole, trade conditions are very 
favorable, demand good and the tone of the market de- 
cidedly strong.

Philadelphia Prices Advance. 


[FROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT.) 

PHILADELPHIA, October 14, 1902.—A general advance of 
one-quarter of a cent on book and news paper and of 2% 
cents per ream on tissue papers is reported during the week. 
The advance is not taken as an indication of the improved 
condition of the market, but rather as due to causes out- 
side the field of paper consumption, to the higher price of 
labor, of coal and of raw materials generally. Business is 
very good and compares favorably with the trade of a year 
ago. It remained normal during the week. The advance 
which both local and outside mills made was expected by 
the jobbers and expected by the consumers, and no diffi- 
culty is experienced in securing the better prices. The vol- 
ume of business does not seem to have been affected either 
favorably or unfavorably. 

There is shown a tendency to avoid discounting the fu- 
ture. A certain large contract could have been closed by a 
local book mill on Friday last, but the coal crisis and 
other causes made it decide to hold the matter open until 
the middle of this week. That the other party was re- 
luctantly satisfied with this action is an indication of the 
peculiar and uncertain conditions maintaining.

Wrapping paper prices are stiff, and the demand, coupled 
with the long busy spell of the summer, has absorbed sur- 
plus supplies and made conditions favorable to higher 
prices. 

On book papers there is still a’ good demand at fair 
prices. The recent advance on book is holding well, and, 
no doubt, will be maintained throughout the season. There 
appears now no reason why the makers and sellers of book 
should fear a slump. 

In writing papers, cover papers, &c., the week has been 
uneventful. Even in straw board there has been fittle to 
make a ripple upon the quiet surface of the commercial 
stream. 

The dealers generally can’t get all the goods they want. 
This is the item of chief interest. M.

Orders Crowding Wisconsin Mills. 
[FROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT.) 

AppLeton, Wis., October 13, 1902.—No complaint is 
heard anywhere of the amount of business that is being 
presented to the mills. The only question is how to han- 
dle the orders which the mills cannot afford to disre 
gard. Such telegrams as the following supposititious one 
are constantly being received: “When can you ship a car 
each of grades A and B? Wire reply.” In some cases 
the mill getting such a dispatch as this names three weeks 

s the earliest time of delivery. In other cases it may 
run from six to eight weeks. “It hurts to have to make 
a reply like that,” said a manufacturer to me today, “but 
what is a man to do? We have made promises to others 
before that we cannot neglect to fulfill, and it isn’t busi- 
ness to tell a man he can have his paper on a certain day 
and then not give it to him. It frequently happens that we 
do disappoint customers by making delivery later than we 
expected to and said we would do, but we never promise 
paper on a certain date, knowing we cannot keep our 
word.” Some grades of paper have advanced in price 
during the past few weeks and others have remained sta- 
tionary for a long time, but there is a growing feéling 
that prices on all grades will have to go up beforg.long, 
independent of any, movement in the recent past. The 
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price of raw materials is constantly increasing, and the 
price of paper cannot remain where it is. Ground wood 
is high, chemical wood is high, water power is low and 
steam coal getting dearer all the time, and paper must 
go up. Fox River. 


Railroads Delay Miami Valley’ Shipments. 
[FROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT.) 

Dayton, Ohio, October 13, 1902—Trade continues 
active, and there is not a single complaint on that score. 
However, it is a deplorable fact that the tie up on the 
railroad lines is assuming such proportions that shut- 
downs will follow if the conditions are not remedied. 
This barrier has been noticed for some time, and at this 
time is more serious than at any period of the preceding 
year when manufacturers were complaining on the same 
grounds. To overcome a difficulty of this kind is not 
within the province of the manufacturers, and all they 
can do is to appeal to the railroads. While the constant 
appeals for more facilities were answered last year favor- 
ably by the various large trunk lines, it was supposed, 
when they placed their orders for additional cars and 
other railway equipments, that the demands for the next 
five years, at least, could be met. But not so; the rail- 
way companies find themselves even more handicapped 
at this season than at the most critical period last year, 
and the situation grows worse from day to day. Ship- 
ments are delayed, and just what the result will be can 
only be conjectured. Thus seriously interfering with 
trade, shutdowns would not be unexpected. 

The condition of trade is satisfactory, and prices are 
as firm as ever. None of the manufacturers who an- 
nounced an advance have had any reason to regret their 
action, and they are standing by the changes. The de- 
mand for the better grades of nearly all papers continues 
good and promises no let up soon. M. V.

Soft Coal Shortage in Philadelphia.

PHILADELPHIA, October 14, 1902.—The soft coal short- 
ige is becoming so oppressive to paper manufacturers that 
t number of them who now at best can operate only in- 
termittently, are expressing the intention of closing their 
mills entirely unless the supply should greatly improve and 
mmediately. 

The Eureka or Young’s mills at Bridgeport, Pa., which 
yperate on wrappings, after many occasional failures to 
secure fuel, took the bull by the horns and closed down 
entirely to wait better times. In this city Robert T. 
Moorehouse stated on Saturday last that his visible sup- 
ply of coal was but for a few days; that the difficulty in 
ecuring it had lately been so great that unless he could 
ecure this week assurances of a satisfactory supply for 
the future he woukd be compelled to close“his mill. The 
Marley and Buck Run Mills of C, S. Garrett “& Son have 
only small supplies on hand. On several occasions within 
the past week or two the mills have had to close for a 
half day or full day because no coal was on hand, and mill 
teams had to be sent for it. 

The Manayunk Mills are all running, but with small sup- 
plies of fuel and uncertainty as to the future. The Phil- 
idelphia Paper Manufacturing Company, while not having 
1 large supply, has not been seriously inconvenienced. It 
s reported, however, that the Nixon mills, which are oper- 
iting, are compelled to pay over $1,000 a week more for 
coal than for the corresponding period of last year. The 
Jessup & Moore Paper Company’s mills are all running 
full time, and though not having large supplies have 
enough to keep them going steadily.

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WATER IN WISCONSIN. 


Manufacturers Using Only Fifteen Per Cent. of Normal 
Flow—No Rain of Any Consequence—Much 
Timber Burned. 


[FROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT. ] 

AppPLeTon, Wis., October 13, 1902—The weeks go by 
and no rain of any consequence has come to this region. 
The precipitation has been less than 2 inches since Sep- 
tember 1. The manufacturers are using only 15 per cent. 
of the normal flow of the river, which is of little practical 
value, and steam engines have to be almost entirely relied 
upon. Reports of forest fires come down from all the 
northern forest region, It was rumored last week that 
the Kimberly & Clark Company had lost several thousand 
cords of pulp wood piled near its mill at Niagara, Wis., 
but inquiry at the office of the company in Neenah de- 
veloped the fact that it was a lot of cord wood instead that 
had been burned and that the pulp wood piles were in no 
danger. Much timber land in the north, however, has 
been burned over, and when the wind has come from the 
north during the last week the air hereabouts has been 
blue with smoke which has lost its pungency during its 
long journey here, but has retained its other character- 
istics.

Fuel Conditions in Canada, 
[FROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT. ] 

Toronto, Canada, October 13, 1902.—Business condi- 
tions in the paper trade have continued very satisfactory 
during the past week, and mills and dealers report large 
business. Ground wood pulp has been a little firmer, 
owing to the dry weather in Wisconsin, which has shut 
down some of the mills there. The Canadian mills are 
all reported to have plenty of water, but the question of 
fuel is now looming up. All the mills from Cornwall, 
Ont., east use Nova Scotia coal and as there has been 
no shortage of this all are said to be in good shape, be- 
cause it is their usual custom to get in their supplies by 
water during the summer. They have therefore their sup- 
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plies pretty well on hand until next spring. West of 
Cornwall the mills use United States coal, and some of 
these are now beginning to feel the pinch, though there 
has been no shutting down so far. 

The city council of Toronto has been exerting itself 
to get its citizens fuel to tide them over the period that 
must elapse before coal can be got from Pennsylvania. 
Southern Ontario is not the wooden country it used to 
be, but there is a good deal of timber standing within 
reach of the cities, and the city council has contracted 
to have large quantities cut and shipped to Toronto, 
where it will be disposed of to citizens at cost. The 
knowledge that the city was in the market for wood 
brought offers from several parties who had pulp wood 
to sell. One firm offered 12,000 cords of spruce and 
poplar, which had been cut for a year, lying on a wharf on 
Manitoulin Island. Another party offered 3,000 cords of 
peeled hemlock, on track between Orillia and North Bay, 
for $4 per cord. The city council, however, decided to 
stick, as far as possible, to pine slabs from the saw mills 
and hardwood, and so far has not purchased any pulp 
wood.

The Development of Newfoundland. 
[From OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT.) 

Toronto, Canada, October 13, 1902.—Canadians are tak- 
ing a great deal of interest in Newfoundland on account of 
proposals to come into confederation with Canada or go 
into some sort of customs union with the United States. 
The revenue for the quarter ended September 30 was $20,- 
ooo more than for the corresponding quarter of last year 
and was fhe highest point ever reached by the revenue of 
the colony. Along with this evidence of prosperity comes 
the report of the result of the arbitration between the 
Newfoundland Government and R. G. Reid, of Montreal. 
Mr. Reid acquired from the Government a number of rail- 
way, lumbering, mining and other franchises on the island, 
and the railway franchises were subsequently taken back 
by the Government. The arbitrators filed a unanimous 
award giving Mr. Reid $854,000, which is one-third of the 
amount claimed by Mr. Reid. The award, it is stated, vir- 
tually represents the matters for which the Government 
admitted liability. Now that its spruce forests are being 
rapidly opened up by railway lines Newfoundland will un- 
doubtedly soon be the scene of rapid developments in the 
pulp and paper industry. L.

Paper and Pulp Markets Quiet—Bleaching Powder—South 
African Trade—William Dyson’s Visit to America 
as Member of Workmen’s Commission. 


[SPECIAL CORRESPONDENCE OF THE PAPER TRADE JOURNAL.) 

Lonvon, October 2, 1902.—Business in the paper market 
remains quiet, and transactions are not important. Pulps 
also are quiet. Scandinavian makers are not disposed to 
yield their ideas on chemical pulps, for which there is a 
fair call. Mechanical pulp is practically at a standstill, so 
far as new business is concerned, buyers and sellers being 
far apart in their views. 

Bleaching powder is having a good deal of attention. 
Low prices will rule for next year’s deliveries. Soft wood 
is quoted at £6 7s. 6d. to £6 12s. 6d., and hard wood at 7s. 
6d. per ton extra. 

The activity of German and American paper manufac- 
turers in sending trade representatives to South Africa 
has stirred up our mill men somewhat, and one well known 
member of the trade proposes to go to that country and 
spend several months in studying trade conditions and in 
placing goods for such houses as may favor him with 
their accounts. 

At the quarterly meeting of the Amalgamated Society of 
Paper Makers held in Birmingham, on Saturday last, it 
was unanimously resolved to grant to the general secretary, 
Wm. Dyson, leave of absence to enable him to accept Mr. 
Moseley’s invitation to join the commission he is taking 
out to America. Mr. Moseley’s invitation having been ac- 
cepted, the trade looks forward with interest to Mr. 
Dyson’s report. Briton.

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WAGES AND WAGE EARNERS. 


A Report by the Census Bureau, with an Analysis of Re- 
Sults by S. N. D. North—Some Details as to 
the Paper and Pulp Industry. 





[From OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT. ] 

WAsurincrton, D. C., October 13, 1902.—In a summary 
and analysis of results of the Twelfth Census of Manufac- 
tures, S. N._D. North, chief statistician for manufactures, 
says, among other things, that the manufacture of paper 
and wood pulp was chiefly carried on in 1900 by 484 cor- 
porations, which furnished products valued at $105,378,995, 
out of a total produced by 763 establishments, and valued 
at $127,326,162. Of the 15,305 establishments engaged in 
the printing and publishing of newspapers and periodicals 
in 1900, 9,759 were owned by individuals, 2,994 by part- 
nerships and 2,378 by incorporations. These latter fur- 
nished 58.1 per cent. of the total value of products. 

Attempts have already been made, from the preliminary 
publications of the Census Office, to demonstrate that 
there has been a general reduction of wages in the United 
States, because, during the decade from 1890 to 1900, the 
average number of wage earners increased 24.9 per cent., 
while the total wages increased only 22.8 per cent. So far 
as the paper and printing industries are concerned in- 
creases have taken place, not only in the number of wage 
earners but also in the wages paid, as will be seen from 
the following figures. The number of salaried officials 
and clerks in these two industries in 1890 was 35,543, their 
salaries amounting to $34,625,986; while in 1900 the num- 
ber had increased to 48,183 and the salaries to $48,974,138. 
The percentage of increase in the number was 35.6 and in 
the salaries paid 41.4. The average number of wage earn- 
ers in 1890 was 225,645, and the wages they received 
amounted to $117,611,864; in 1900 the average number 
was 297,551 and the wages paid totaled $140,092,453.

I wish to recognize and thank the board for all loyalty 
extended and the assistance that I have received, and also 
to state that I hold myself ready to render any assistance 
possible when I am in Dayton, and to impart any infor- 
mation upon any of the different branches of the business 
that will be of service to the company.

Charged with Violation of Factory Law. 


Batavia, N. Y., October 13, 1902—Edgar Newton 
Rowell, president and manager of the E. N. Rowell Box 
Manufacturing Company, one of the largest concerns in 
Batavia, was arrested here last week and arraigned in 
police’ court before Judge Sanford. 

Evidently his arrest was the outcome of strike troubles 
in his factory, which started some weeks ago when about 
100 employees walked out and are still holding out sup- 
ported by a weekly union in 
Batavia. Rowell retaliated by opening a branch factory in 
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Attica and the strikers, to even things, have called the 
attention of the State authorities to the alleged fact that 
Rowell had deliberately violated the State law which pro- 
vides that no factory may employ a child under the age 
of fourteen years. 

The warrant was issued on complaint of H. L. Schnur, 
of Buffalo, who was present at the hearing. He is deputy 
State factory inspector for the Eighth District. It is 
claimed that Rowell employed Agnes Benninghoff, of No. 
26 Main street. There are other cases charged, but only 
one figuring in the present prosecution. 

Rowell immediately sent for his counsel, William C. 
Watson, who raised objections to the warrant and the in- 
formation on the general ground that each was defective 
and insufficient in form and general substance. The court 
overruled the objections and refused to discharge Rowell 
on motion of his attorney. 

A plea of not guilty was entered. Further hearing was 
adjourned until October 20, and Rowell was released on 
his own recognizance. 


Christian Church Publishing Headquarters. 
[FROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT.] 

Dayton, Ohio, October 13, 1902.—It is probable that 
the Christian Church of the United States will remove its 
publishing headquarters from Dayton to Muncie, Ind., 
where is located the college which represents the church. 
This college has just been placed in charge of Dr. Mc- 
Whinney, of this city, and was recently endowed by Mr. 
Palmer, a rich New York banker. Banker Palmer has 
endowed various institutions of this church, acting on the 
advice of Dr. McWhinney. Dayton has been the head- 
quarters of the church for many years. Some time ago 
the railroad companies secured possession of the church's 
property by condemnation proceedings, $75,000 having 
been allowed for it. The railroad companies secured 
nearly all of the ground along Sixth street, from the 
Union Depot to Stone street, for its use. This did away 
with the Christian Church headquarters, which were lo- 
cated in the four story Structure at Sixth and Main 
The Herald of Gospel Liberty, one of the oldest 
church papers in the country, and all Sunday school lit- 
erature are issued from this point, and an effort will be 
made to retain the enterprise. M. V.

The Scarcity of Coal. 


The scarcity of coal and the consequent high price of 
that article is being felt in the paper trade. Many of 
the smaller mills and a considerable number of the larger 
mills are crippled or shut down altogether because of 
inability to get supplies. Those that have been fortunate 
enough to replenish their coal piles have been able to do 
This, of 
course, has increased the cost of production and propor- 


so only at a largely increased price per ton. 


tionately decreased the earnings of going mills. 

The board men took gounsel together on the subject on 
Tuesday of this week in response to a telegraphic sum- 
mons. It was agreed that not only was coal scarce and 
expensive, but that other articles, such as ground wood, 
paper stock, labor, &c., had also increased in price, so that 
the board manufacturer, if he was to keep his business 
going on a basis that would give him any fair returns, must 
advance the price of his finished product. It was agreed 
at the meeting that prices should be advanced $2.50 a ton, 
but as the representatives of the United Box Board and 
Paper Company did not have power to bind that company, 
and as there was some prospect of a settlement of the coal 
strike, it was decided to postpone definite action until next 
Tuesday, on which day another meeting will be held. 

It is not claimed that an advance of $2.50 a ton will 
cover the increased cost of the production of board, and some 
manufacturers even claim that so small an advance is 
However, on the 


practically of little service to them.

Acting in Concert. 


The paper makers, pulp makers, timber men and power 
owners of New York made a wise move when on Thurs- 
day of last week they formed the Forestry, Water Storage 
and Manufacturing Association of the State of New York. 
The articles of association are fully set forth in our report 
of the meeting on the first page of this issue of THe Paper 
Trave JouRNAL. They state that the association will en- 
courage and promote the construction and maintenance of 
water storage reservoirs, a proper and practical system of 
forestry, and the development of our natural resources for 
water, and the rendering of rivers and streams more avail- 
able for use by manufacturing and business interests. 

There is certainly plenty of work cut out for this new 
association, work that will be of benefit not only to the 
manufacturer, but also to the public at large. If this new 
body lives up to its articles of association, displaying both 
energy and ability, it will render a service to the pulp and 
paper trade that will be of great value, That it will do 
so may be taken for granted, as it is composed of men 
who are leaders in their various lines, and who understand 
fully and definitely just what is needed. 

We wish the association the fullest success in all. its 
undertakings. 


Connecticut River Improvement. 

The long delayed hearings in the matter of the Con- 
necticut River improvement were begun on Monday last 
at Hartford, the entire session on that day being occupied 
in some preliminary work, the reception of some written 
reports and a personal examination of the river at Hart- 
ford by the Government Commission. 

These hearings are the result of an active agitation on 
the subject of opening the Connecticut for navigation to 
Holyoke, and while the general public in the vicinity of 
that city and Springfield will be benefited by such an im- 
provement, paper mills and other industrial plants will be 
very directly large gainers, if the arguments of the ad- 


Should the Government decide to open the river to navi- 
_gation up to Holyoke, there will undoubtedly be a com- 


petition in freight transportation that will not only im- 
prove the service but materially reduce the rates now 
charged. These features will, of course, be of substantial 
service not only to manufacturers but also to the public 
consuming the articles produced by them. 

There are, of course, many interests involved, and there 
is strong opposition to the project, that opposition being 
mainly from corporations whose revenues will be affected 
by the change. 


The general export figures for September are extremely 
encouraging. They are the largest ever shown for Sep- 
tember, with the single exception of that month in the 
year 1900, and fall less than a half million dollars below 
the high water mark made in that year. The figures, as 
just presented by the Treasury Bureau of Statistics, show 
the total exports in September, 1902, to be $115,521,984, 
against $106,989,926 in September, 1901, and $115,901,722 
in September, 1900, the highest figure ever shown by Sep- 
tember exportations. Comparing present conditions with 
those of earlier years, the figures for September, 1902, are 
25 per cent. in excess of those of September, 1898, 50 per 
cent. greater than those of September, 1890, more than 
double those of September, 1888, and nearly three times 
as great as those of September, 1885. This seems to in- 
dicate that the downward tendency in the export trade 
caused by the corn crop failure of last year has reached its 
lowest point, and that the reverse movement toward nor- 
mal conditions has begun. 


It is reported that in excavating a raceway for a paper 
mill in Maine gold was discovered. That is new. Some 
mills have discovered that the gold that should have gone 
into their bank account has gone down their tailrace. 
but in most cases they made the discovery too late—so late, 
indeed, that their creditors had to help along in the in- 
vestigation. : 

Some time ago there was‘ great splurge of advertising 
by the Atlantic Pulp and Paper Company, a $3,000,000 
corporation of Canada that had some stock to sell. The 
public did not show any enthusiasm in the matter, and 
now the newspapers that carried the “ads.” are entering 
up judgments for the amounts of their bills, plus court 
costs, &c. 


The old question of the durability of paper is the sub- 
ject of an article by Dr. Scavia in the Revista Tecnica. 
We reproduce it on page 504 of this issue of THe PAPER 
TRADE JouRNAL. It is of interest, and shows that progress 
is being made in the way of requiring better standards of 
paper for books and documents that are worthy of preserv- 
ation. 


Some of the paper manufacturers who have a fair 
supply of coal have posted notices in their mills that so 
long as the coal famine lasts they will sel] coal to their 
employees at cost. This is a timely and thoughful action 
on the part of mill owners, and no doubt will be appre- 
ciated by the employees fortunate enough to work in such 
mills, 


A newspaper publisher in Bergen County, N. J., after 
speaking of the increased price of coal, says “it is for- 
tunate for newspaper readers that the price on white paper 
has not been increased in the same ratio.” Whew! That 
looks as though John Norris’ missionary work had not 
been effective in Bergen County. 


Old papers have had a lively time of it for a couple of 
weeks, especially in Philadelphia, where the call for goods 
has been particularly active. Papers as a rule do not get 
much of a chance at the good things of life, and when 
they do the opportunity is not long open. 


Water continues very low in Wisconsin, manufacturers 
on the Fox River being allowed to draw only 15 per cent. 
of the normal flow. There has been no rain in a long 
time, while forest fires in the North help to ) mane the 
situation more uncomfortable. 

The employees of the Sefton Box Manufacturing Com- 
pany are on strike, and they have asked Governor Dur- 
bin, of Illinois, to help them. As the Governor is said 
to be vice president of the company, the situation has 
some embarrassing phases. 


Now that the spruce forests of Newfoundland are 
being opened up, Canadians are taking considerable more 


, interest in that country. Canada just at present is keeping 


her eyes wide open to the possibilities of the paper and 
pulp trade. 


As Cartada cannot get coal from Pennsylvania, she is 
getting ready to burn some of her own wood.

Epwin R. STILWELt. 


Dayton, Ohio, October 13, 1902.—One of the pioneer 
manufacturers of the city, Edwin R. Stilwell, of the Stil- 
well-Bierce & Smith-Vaile Company, has passed to his 
reward at the advanced age of seventy-five years. Though 
well along in years, he attended to business up to within 
the past year, and was practically identified in an active 
capacity with the large corporation which bears his name. 
He was the inventive genius of the concern. The firm 
was formed in 1868 by Mr. Stilwell and G, N. Bierce, who 
recently withdrew when the company was enlarged and 
its capital increased. The company is now constructing 
one of the largest industrial plants in the United States, 
and when completed the business of three factories, now 
located in different sections of the city, will be centralized 
in North Dayton. c 

In 1876 Stilwell & Bierce realized that the opportunity 
for the enlargement of its works was at hand, and the 
water turbine business was added, Mr. Stilwell having 
made important improvements on the turbine, which has 
been such a factor in the growth of the company. Other 
improvements were added, and now-the company is a 
liberal supplier of the pulp and paper trade. The products 
are many and diversified. By Mr. Stilwell’s water wheel 
invention an epoch in that industry was opened. 

Mr. Stilwell was born in Ballston, N. Y., and was twice 
married. He lived in this city for fifty-four years, and 
was considered one of its most prominent citizens. The 
deceased was a member of the Baptist Church from boy- 
hood. The funeral was largely attended by members of 
the office and working force, which number 1,500. The 


men marched in a body to the house from the West shops 
and paid their respects to the departed.

The directors of the Newton Falls Paper Company held 
their annual meeting last week. The old officers were 
re-elected for the ensuing year. 

Senator Snyder has sold the old Spring City (Pa.) pa- 
per mill to the Malleable Iron Company, of Philadelphia, 
which will occupy it in swo months and employ 150 hands. 


A new boiler house is to be erected at the William 
Mann paper mills, Lambertville, N. J. Frederick Parker 
has the contract to build it; also to remove an 8 ton boiler 
and a 64 foot smokestack. 


The Westport Paper Mill, Westport, Conn., is rushed 
with orders, mainly from the Union Metallic Cartridge 
Company, of Bridgeport, that has contracted for quanti- 
ties of cardboard for shell. 


It is said that gold has been discovered in the excava- 
tions for the raceway of the Poland Paper Company at 
Mechanic Falls, Me.

The Muncie Pulp Company, Muncie, Ind., is having 
trouble with the farmers from whom it leased the land on 
which to operate its wells.

Hockanum Lodge No. 58, Paper Makers’ Union, of 
Burnside, Conn., held a regular meeting in the headquar- 
ters in the Hanmer Building.

meeting was largely attended. Only routine business was 
transacted. 

William E. Kingsford, of Oswego, N. Y., has been ap- 
pointed electrician of the Battle Island Pulp and Paper 
Conipany, Fulton, N. Y. He is to equip and operate the 
electric plant in connection with the paper company’s 
plant. 

Crane Brothers’ lower paper mill, Westfield, Mass., was 
obliged to shut down one day last week in most of the 
departments on account of an accident to the engine. A 
broken crank was the trouble, but the damage was re- 
paired as soon as possible, so that the mill began running 
again in a few days. On account of the repairs being 
made on the dam the water power is not available just 
now. The dam is being practically reconstructed and much 
additional stone work is being done about the bulkhead. 
The job will probably be finished about the middle of 
October. 

Ernest C. Jones, of Corinth, N. Y., has been awarded 
by a sheriff's jury damages in the sum of $12,500 against 
the International Paper Company. Jones was employed 
in the company’s Corinth mill. Last November while he 
was running a machine in the mill he was hit on the head 
by an iron bar. Despite the efforts of experienced physi- 
cians, Jones became totally blind as a result of the acci- 
dent, which also caused him serious mental and physical 
injuries. Jones brought suit against the company for 


“damages in the sum of $20,000. The company defaulted 


when the case came up for trial. Justice Stover there- 
upon granted an interlocutory judgment at a special term. 
A sheriff's jury was impaneled and after hearing the evi- 
dence gave a verdict of $12,500 to the plaintiff, who is 
about twenty-seven years old and has a wife and two 
children. 

The Middleton Paper Mills is the name of a new com- 
pany just being organized to take over and operate the 
plant of the Middleton Paper Company at Middleton, 
Mass. J. A. Ross, who has had control of the property 
since last August, will be manager of the new company 
For the past five months the plant has been closed down, 


the property going into the hands of a receiver at that 
time, owing to a heavy judgment against the concern re- 
sulting from a suit for damages brought by an injured 
workman. Mr. Ross, who will manage the new company, 
was connected with the former company for some three 
years, and is well known in wall paper manufacturing cir- 
cles of New York and Canada. A number of improve- 
ments will be made to the plant, including the putting in 
of a Marshall driving train. The product of the new 
company will be wall paper and the printing of same, 
with a daily capacity of 10 tons. Mr. Ross has also the 
control of a tract of woodland—some 100,000 acres—which 
can be utilized for pulp in connection with the company. 


New Paper Mill at Waterloo. 


WATERLOO, Ia., October 10, 1902—The final arrange- 
ments for the sale of the old paper mill and grounds to 
the National Pulp and Fibre Company were completed last 
week. President Billingsley, of the company, was here 
from Chicago and completed the deal with H. B. Allen, the 
owner of the property. 

While here Mr. Billingsley stated that the paper mill 
would be started just as soon as it could be overhauled 
and improvements made in the grounds. Work will be 
started in a few days upon another large mill structure, 
which will have a capacity of about 30 tons per day. The 
capacity of the old mill and machinery was about Io tons, 
which will make the total output of the concern about 40 
tons per day. The mill will be equipped with all the new 
and modern appurtenances, and from present indications 
will be ome of the largest concerns of the kind in the 
Middle West. 

The grounds, millrace and dam will also be put in re- 
pair, so that it will furnish almost unlimited water power. 

Mr. Billingsley returned to Chicago last evening, but he 
or some other representative of the company will return 
shortly to oversee the improvements which they will make. 
He stated that there was little doubt but that they could 
secure plenty of raw matexjal in this section to keep the 
mill in operation.

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IMPROVING THE CONNECTICUT. 


First of Four Hearings on Making the River Navigable 
to Holyoke—It Is Held at Hartford— 
What Was Done. 





Hartrorp, Conn., October 13, 1902.—The first of four 
hearings to be given on the improvement of the Connecti- 
cut River from Hartford to Holyoke was conducted by 
the board of engineers selected for the purpose in the com- 
mon council room in the City Hall at Hartford this morn- 
ing. This commission was appointed by the War Depart- 
ment in accordance with an act of Congress passed at the 
last session, by which an appropriation was made for the 
survey of the river, with a view to its improvement, and 
by which a board of engineers, to be chosen by the War 
Department, was authorized and directed to make an in- 
vestigation of the proposed improvement and the interests 
affected thereby. Major Leach, a Government engineer, 
made a complete survey of the river improvement five years 
ago and made an exhaustive report that the opening of the 
river was practicable. The new board will proceed along 
the same lines as the former commission, but will seek to 
obtain additional information. The hearing developed no 
unexpected features, either from the standpoint of the 
up river towns or the city of Hartford. The main opposi- 
tion to the proposed improvement came today from the 
Connecticut River Bridge and Highway District Commis- 
sion, in charge of the proposed new Hartford bridge, the 
exponent of which was ex-Governor Morgan G. Bulkeley. 
The city of Hartford apparently views the matter in a 
semi-serious manner, believing that all efforts to improve 
the river will ultimately come to naught. It is believed 
that the backbone of the opposition will appear at the hear- 
ing later in the Connecticut River Company, which controls 
the canal and water privileges at the Locks. The company 
will claim great damage to its property and will strenu- 
ously oppose the improvement. 

The board of engineers serving as the survey commis- 
sion includes Maj. S. W. Rossell, of Tompkinsville, S. L., 
who is president; Maj. G. W. Goethals, of Newport, and 
Maj. James G. Warren, of Milwaukee, all United States 
army engineers. The hearing was called to order by 
Major Rossell, although there were then almost as many 
Springfield as Hartford people in the council chamber. 


The Connecticut River Navigation Association, of Spring- 
field, Chicopee and Holyoke, was represented by Lawyer 
James B. Carroll, of Springfield, while George A. Dennison, 
chairman of the association’s executive committee, and Sec- 
retary F. S. Sibley, of the Springfield board of trade, were 
here merely to watch the proceedings and learn what they 
could to pave the way for the argument to be presented 
in favor of the plan at the hearings in Holyoke. Com- 
modore C. M. Woodward, of the Springfield Yacht Club, 
was also here to look after the interests of that club in 
the proposed improvements. The Connecticut River 
Company, which owns the canal and water privileges at 
Windsor Locks, was represented by John R. Buck, of the 
law firm of Buck & Eggleston; ex-Governor Morgan G. 
Bulkeley appeared for the Connecticut River Bridge Com- 
mission, and City Solicitor Joseph P. Tuttle spoke in be- 
half of the city’s interests. After calling the hearing to 
order, Major Rossell read the law as it had been enacted 
by Congress at the last session, calling for the survey and 
directing the board of engineers selected to make investi- 
gation as to the interests affected by the proposed im- 
provement. 

Attorney Buck said that he represented the Connecticut 
River Company, which had interests at Windsor Locks. 
He had understood that the board would be pleased to 
have views submitted in writing, so far as possible, and 
to this Major Rossell replied that it would. Mr. Buck 
then stated that a detailed report, compiled by David M. 
Green, a civil engineer of Troy, N. Y., would be submit- 
ted to the board at the hearing at Windsor Locks, 

Major Rossell then said that he had understood that a 
proposed bridge across the Connecticut was to be affected 
by the proposed plan of Improvement. Ex-Governor 
Bulkeley then arose as the representative of the Con- 
necticut River Bridge and Highway Commission of the 
State of Connecticut. He said that he was not there to 
oppose the improvement of the river. He would simply 
like the opportunity, he said, to show that the proposed 
bridge would not interfere with the improvement of the 
river. Incidentally he would like to show that the con- 
struction of the improvement as proposed, by the erection 
of the dams, would be a great damage to Hartford. It 
would materially affect travel over the river, and would more 
than offset the advantage of river improvement. He had 
hoped that the engineers would give Hartford enough time 
to make a personal inspection of the river front. If the 


dam was to be built at all he would have it built farther 
up the stream. The bridge commission had planned a 
bridge with a view to leaving the river open for such im- 
provement as might be desired. Governor Bulkeley then 
presented an exhaustive typewritten statement, giving many 
statistics with regard to the land traffic across the river, a 
record of transportation, both in carriages and freight, ac- 
companied by affidavits from men who had been identified 
with transportation in Hartford for years, and a printed 
copy of the work of the bridge commission from 
the time of its reorganization, with maps of the river and 
the proposed bridge. 

C. M. Woodward, of Springfield, commodore of the 
yacht club, spoke as the representative of the Springfield 
Yacht Club, the members of which, he said, were the prin- 
cipal navigators of that part of the river which is being 
considered. 

Carriages were provided immediately afterward to con- 
vey the engineers and others along the river front, and 
those most interested pointed out various points in the sit- 
uation. After dinner the Connecticut River Company took 
the members of the commission and fifteen or twenty other 
interested citizens in steam launches and they went up the 
river to Windsor Locks, giving the engineers a clear con- 
ception of the proposition as previously made in Major 
Leach’s report. 


Waste Paper and Insanitation. 


According to the Courrier de Livre, a statistician has 
recently been making some calculations with regard to the 
connection between the extended use of waste—as against 
new—paper and tuberculosis. The results he has arrived

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DURABILITY OF PAPER. 


The Preservation of Italian State Papers—Official Tests 
—The Results of the Tests Presented 
in Tabular Form. 


It has been said that the consumption of paper increases 
with the degree of culture of a people, and rightly, because 
paper is the path of human thought, the means of spread- 
ing civilization and diffusing knowledge, preserving the 
records which constitute the history of a nation, says Dr. 
Scavia in the Revista Tecnica, according to a translation in 
the World's Paper Trade Review. However, as mere quan- 
tity is not a test of true value unless associated with qual- 
ity, it is an easy matter to observe that, notwithstanding the 
remarkable progress made during the last thirty years in 
the machinery and chemistry of the paper industry, there 
has been a general decline in the articles manufactured, 
especially from the point of view of durability. 

The industry is not to blame for this, for it produces 
varieties of paper more and more elegant in appearance, or 
at least presentable considering their very low sale price; 
the cause is to be found in the sordidness of buyers who 
are always endeavoring to find cheaper goods. Moreover, 
even the Government and the leading public and private 
companies did not delay to abandon the use of paper which 
was an honor to the good old times, and adopt the new 
material supplied by the industry on more easy terms, but 
too often at the cost of its qualities of resistance and dura- 
bility. 

Fortunately, however, the serious inconveniences which 
would result from such a state of affairs were quickly 
noted, and many protests were made in various parts of 
the civilized world against inferior kinds of paper. In 
Italy, Prof. E. Loevinson, of the R. Archivio di Stato of 
Rome, described the methods he considered advisable to 
prevent deterioration of written and printed papers, insist- 
ing upon the necessity for the Government and public and 
private administrations to adopt measures to avert the ir- 
reparable loss which threatened the records and libraries 
owing to employment of a poor quality of paper which 
could neither withstand the effect of wear nor that of time; 
this was at the second general meeting of the Italian Biblio- 
graphical Society at Turin, September 8, 18908. “Lament- 
able experience demonstrates continuously,” said Professor 
Loevinson, “that light of too great intensity, air, humidity, 
cold and insects, in addition to the use of inferior qualities 
of size and material for bindings, are the most inveterate 
enemies of those printed and written documents which 
should resist, as long as possible, the injurious action of 
time. But yet more lamentable experience has convinced 
us that, leaving aside these inconveniences which have been 
more or less satisfactorily remedied according to climate 
and locality, a yet more serious danger than any of those 
mentioned with regard to preservation of written and 
printed papers is the want of durability in the paper 
adopted, an evil which the Government could remedy for 
all its offices, provincial, communal, notarial.” 

Professor Loevinson was quite right. For more than 
thirty years we have witnessed, almost powerless, an in- 
crease of the difficulties in obtaining durable paper. 
Owing to the wild competition of paper works to 
maintain the low market prices and meet the demands of 
consumers, based more supon appearance than durability 
of the product, it has been deemed necessary to abandon, 
almost entirely, the superior and more expensive kinds 
of material, like rags and cellulose, and employ excessive 
quantities of wood pulp and minera! substances added to 
give weight to the paper. The continuous deterioration 
of printed and written documents, the tonsequence of util- 
izing such a quality of paper, which can also be demon- 
strated by mechanical tests, would necessarily lead to 
complete and irreparable decay at a more or less distant 
time; nor can scientists and governments remain indiffer- 
ent to the subject. 

After a report made by Professor Reulaux to the Ger- 
man Government regarding the official documents kept 
among the records (some of which were so much injured 
that they had to be transcribed), the “Papierpriifungs 
Anstalt of Charlottenburg” was established in 1884, a 
laboratory for testing paper, annexed to the Technische 
Reichs-Anstalt. The example of Germany was followed 
by other nations, among which Italy was not last, and in 
the year 1897 the first “Gabinetto per l’assagio delle carte” 
was founded at Turin at the Royal Italian Industrial 
Museum. ; 

This laboratory, due to the initiative of the president 
of the administrative council of the museum, powerfully 
aided by the Turin Chamber of Commerce, has, for more 
than four years, been working for the object to which it 
owes its existence and analyzes and tests various kinds of 
paper, raw materials and inks for the Government and 
manufacturers. The three departments forming the labor- 


atory devoted specially to chemical, mechanical and mi- | 


croscopic examination of paper are constantly growing 
more important, and now they have two Schopper dy- 
namometers and the instruments of Zeiss, Knéfler, Usteri- 


Reinacher Schluttig and Neumann to determine the rup- 
ture strain, resistance to compression, thickness, humid- 
ity, variety of sizing; a Zeiss microscope, &c. 

A small plant was installed for experimental and educa- 
tional work, to make hand made paper. In addition to a 
special library on the technology of paper the laboratory 
has also important collections and specimens of raw ma- 
terial, pasteboard, old kinds of paper and foreign made 
paper, so that the establishment, like that of Charlotten- 
burg, will render remarkable services to industry. The 
Government did not delay to avail itself of the laboratory 
to inspect paper supplies and contracts, analyze ink, &c., 
and deal with custom house questions. Current con- 
tracts, and often the necessity of prompt renewal of them, 
prevented, during late years, the fixing of any general 
rules respecting the technical requirements in various kinds 
of paper. It is not sufficient to establish with exact tech- 
nical data and figures the qualities required in new sup- 
plies, when, as an example, merely the current type is 
specified without any attention being given to ascertain 
whether such paper is in every respect suitable for the 
object in view. 

However, we must admit that, thanks to the studies and 
activity of the Ministry of Agriculture and Commerce, and 
the continual progress made in the Italian paper industry, 
numerous and remarkable improvements have been made 
in the new kinds of paper, and others are now being 
studied. Thus one may rest assured that the work of the 
Government will not delay.to bear good fruit, and will be 
imitated by private and public administrations, municipal- 
ities and publishers with great profit both to the public 
and the paper industry. It is not a question of adopting 
normal types of paper, bearing appropriate figures and 


Central Ohio Paper Company Enlarging. 


[SPECIAL CORRESPONDENCE OF THE PAPER TRADE JOURNAL.] 


Co.tumsus, Ohio, October 13, 1902.—Six years ago the 
Central Ohio Paper Company put up its present fine 
warehouse, which is 94 feet wide and 188 feet deep, in- 
cluding a large white walled, interior court, one of the 
special features of the building. This court was at first 
regarded by outsiders as a great waste of valuable space. 
When, however, one sees the immense difference it makes 
in the amount of fresh air and daylight available for the 
interior of the building, one realizes that it is instead an 
evidence of common sense and consideration for those 
whose working days are spent within the four walls of the 
warehouse. 

Large as the building is, the growth of the business has 
recently necessitated increased space and two stories have 
been added to one wing. These new rooms are each 75 
feet long and 32 feet wide and, like the rest of the build- 
ing are amply supplied with air and daylight, heated by 
steam and lighted at night by electricity. The upper one 
has been made into the ruling department. 

A new ruling machine has been put up here. This 
is a wide double striker that can put various different 
rulings on a paper at once. The other apparatus in this 
department consists of four regular ruling machines. A 
large self feeding ruling machine that rules both sides of 
the paper at the same time, a multiplex punch that can be 
so set as to punch six different holes simultaneously, a 
perforator and a cutter. 

The new department below has been made into a sam- 
ple and stationery stock room. Along one side of the 
sample department is a case containing 125 closed, dust 
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watermarks, like the “normal papier” in Prussia. We 
must not place useless difficulties in the way of industry, 
nor suddenly shackle it by a regular disciplinary system. 
It is merely requisite to study the various current types of 
paper, employed by the various administrations, examine 
their defects from the point of view of durability and re- 
sistance, and fix the technical data with which the new 
paper should comply within certain limits, enforcing tests 
at the Government laboratory. The tint, gloss, and purity 
of the pulp will be given by the samples taken and 
analyzed, and new contracts made on this basis. 

In the meantime, for the benefit of those who study the 
value of the Italian paper industry, I think it will be 
useful to specify the data with which some of the most 
important kinds of Government paper which I have ex- 
amined comply. (See table.) 

As is demonstrated by the figures, some of the varieties 
of paper, considering their important uses, may be re- 
garded from the chemical and mechanical point of view 
as satisfactory, while other kinds might be improved.

proof pigeon holes,*each filled with sample books, com- 
posed on an average of 100 specimens of paper. Three or 
four girls are kept continually busy simply making up 
these books. This sample case really gives one some idea 
of the scope of the business, though there is, of course, 
much besides sheet paper kept in stock, envelopes and 
newspaper rolls, for instance. . 

The space originally occupied by the sample room and 
ruling department has all been taken for much neéded store 
room, except one end of the old ruling department, which 
is fitted up for a men’s lunch room. Here the employees 
have a pleasant place in which to sit down to a table and 
eat their lunches in comfort,,and here, lunch over, they can 
spend the rest of the lunch hour with the current maga- 
zines, which are supplied by the company, These maga- 
zines can also, if desired, be taken home at night, the sole 
condition being that they shall be returned in the morning. 

In addition to this warehouse the company has another, 
situated north of the viaduct. This building, lying between 
Vine street on the north and the Big Four tracks, which 
pass the doors on the south, consists of two stories and a 
basement, 160 feet long and 75 feet wide, almost entirely 
filled with surplus stock. Much of this is intended for city 
customers, to whom it is delivered direct, without being 
taken first to the store on Gay street. 

The stock here consists principally of printing paper, en- 
velopes, book paper, wood pulp board and straw board. 

' This fine warehouse is built with reference to future in- 
crease, as the foundations are strong enough to bear the 
weight of two or three additional stories.

Hodge’s Mixer for Cylinder Paper Making Machines—Mak- 
ing Closed Vessels from Pulp—Machine for Uniting 
End Flaps of Paper Boxes. 





George L. Hodge, of Boston, Ohio, assignor of one-half 
to the Akron Paper Company, of Akron, Ohio, has been 
granted patent No. 710,456 on a mixer for paper making 
machines. The mixer is illustrated herewith. 

The invention has relation to improvements in paper 
making machines of the cylinder type. Heretofore in such 
machines the pulp in passing into the tank in which it is 
deposited on the cylinder moves in straight lines, and thus 
the particles of pulp lie practically in parallel lines and is 
in this condition taken up by the cylinder and thence 
transferred to the felt, as a result of which the paper is 





to the cylinder tank, which gate is raised and lowered for 
adjustment by hand screws 5, each secured against acci- 
dental turning by jam nuts 6. 

At each end of the pulp box 3 and internally connected 
therewith are end boxes 7, into which the pulp primarily 
flows through pipes 8 from the pulp tanks 9, that receive 
the pulp from the beater engines through a pipe 10, each 
of which tanks is provided with water pipes 11, that enter 
the tanks 9 at an angle and serve to dilute and agitate the 
pulp therein as desired. As thus far described the con- 
struction is of the ordinary construction common to these 
machines. The pulp entering the boxes 7 has some pres- 
sure due to gravitation and the momentum due to the 
water entering through the pipes 11. To increase this 
pressure, so that the pulp and water éntering the pulp box 
3 will be agitated and caused to circle about therein, each 
of the boxes 7 is provided an adjustable piston 12, 
regulated by a hand screw 13, by which it may be raised 
and lowered to increase or diminish the capacity of the

weak in one direction and has what may be termed a “dis- 
tinct” grain, so that it tears readily in that direction, while 
it is much stronger across this grain. This is found to be 
objectionable, because the paper is not uniformly tough in 
each direction, often resulting in tearing of packages it is 
used to inclose. 

The object of the invention is to overcome this objec- 
tion and to.so agitate and mix the fibre of the pulp that it 
will enter the cylinder tank without this grain, thereby 
practically interweaving the particles of the paper in its 
construction. } 

Fig. 1 is a side elevation of a part of a paper making 
Fig. 2, a plan of the 


machine embodying the invention ; 
same; Fig. 3, a section of the same at the line # x of 
Figs. 1 and 2, and Fig. 4 a section at the line y of Fig. 2 


looking from the left. 
Referring. to the figures, 1 is so much of the machine 
as incloses the cylinder tank, and 2 the cylinder, journaled 


in bearings at each side of the machine, the driving 


mechanism of which is not shown, as it is of ordinary, 


form of construction. Adjacent to this is the pulp box, 
from which the pulp passes under an adjustable gate 4 


outlet. In the drawings in order that the nature and op- 
eration of the invention may be more readily understood 
and distinguished, the right box only is shown thus 
provided, the é6ther remaining in the common form of 
construction, ] 

In operation the piston 12 is raised or lowered as the 
requirement of the machine demands to produce the de- 
sired result, By lowering the piston 12 the size of the out- 
let of the box 7 will be reduced, and as a result the pulp 
passing into the pulp box 3 will pass through in a nar- 
rower stream and receive increased velocity due to the 
narrow stream entering the box 3 with more rapidity than 
if the whole opening was free, on the general and well 
known principle that where the discharge is reduced in 
size the force of, the flow is increased, thereby causing it 
to circle about the box, as indicated by the arrows in Fig. 
2, and become more evenly incorporated and the tendency 
of the pulp particles to move in straight lines prevented, 
thus avoiding the objection before noted and rendering 


the texture of the paper of even strength in every direc-

The British Alkali Inspector’s Report. 


The thirty-eighth annual report of the Chief Inspector 
under the Alkali, &c., Works Regulation Acts shows that 
during 1901 the number of works registered in England, 
Ireland and Wales was 1,036. Of these 83 are works de- 
composing salt and scheduled as alkali works, while 953 
carry on processes scheduled under the acts of 1881 and 
1892. These numbers show a reduction of two alkali and 
sixteen scheduled works. In Scotland there are 125 regis- 
tered works, the total number for the United Kingdom 
thus being 1,161. 

The number of separate scheduled processes of manu- 
facturing in England, Ireland and Wales in 1901 was 
1,475, compared with 1,489 in 1900 and 1,488 in 1899. 
The separate processes in 1901 were as follows: Alkali, 48; 
copper, wet process, 16; cylinder muriatic acid, 22; wool 
carbonizing, decomposing salt, 5; sulphuric acid, 172; 
chemical manure, 178; gas liquor, 39; nitric acid, 85; sul- 
phate and muriate of ammonia, 399; chlorine and bleach- 
ing powder, 39; sulphur recovery, 28; salt, 51; cement, 
87; alkali waste, 15; antimony sulphide, 5; bisulphide of 
carbon, 6; Venetian red, 16; lead deposit, 3; arsenic, 35; 
nitrate and chloride of iron, 44; muriatic acid, 2; fibre 
separation, 40; tar, 128; zinc extraction, 12. Regarding 
the classification “sulphur recovery,” the Chief Inspector 
remarks that this is not strictly speaking, a scheduled 
process; it has, however, been included in these lists since 
1893, as indicating that special tests had to be made by 
the inspectors to ascertain the efficiency of the means em- 
ployed (viz., the Claus process as applied to sulphate of 
ammonia manufacture or gas liquor desulphurizing proc- 
esses) to prevent escape of noxious and offensive gases. 
In Scotland the separate processes were 203:—Alkali, 9; 
copper extraction (wet process), 1; cylinder muriatic acid, 
1; sulphuric acid, 24; chemical manure, 39; gas liquor, 3; 
nitric acid, 6; sulphur and muriate of ammonia, 67; chlo- 
rine and bleaching powder, 5; bisulphide of carbon, 1; 
nitrate and chloride of iron, 4; muriatic acid, 1; tar, 42. 

The number of visits to works by the inspectors in Eng- 
land, Ireland and Wales was 5,013, and 5,204 tests were 
made by them. In Scotland 469 visits are recorded and 
325 tests. 

The inspectors’ tests show the following average amount 
of acid gases escaping:—Hydrochloric acid in chimney 
gases in alkali works, 0.089 grains per cubic foot; hydro- 
chloric acid condensed in alkali works compared with that 
produced, 98.49 per cent.; hydrochloric acid in chimney 
gases in salt works, 0.053 grains per cubic foot; acid gases 
escaping from the sulphuric acid chambers, given as SOs, 
1,186 gtains per cubic foot; acidity of all chimneys, given 
as SOs, 0.740 grains per cubic foot; acidity of gases from 
manure works given SOs, 0.283 grains pér cubic foot.

Yale Forest Scheol Opens. 
(FROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT.] 

New Haven, Conn., October 13, 1902.—The Yale For- 
est School began its third year September 25 with an en- 
rollment of thirty-nine, of whom twenty-five are juniors 
and fourteen seniors, This is the largest entrance class 
the school has had, exceeding last year’s class by five men 
and the class of 1900 by eighteen men. Among the col- 
leges and universities represented at the Forest School 
are Harvard, Yale, Sheffield Scientific School, Amherst, 
Bowdoin, Dartmouth, Union and the University of Cali- 
fornia. The men come from all over the United States. 
Two come from Canada. J 

The first Japanese student to take up the study of for- 
estry at Yale is Yuchi Hokodachi, of this year’s entrance 
class, a graduate of the Middle School of Japan. He is 
probably the first Japanese to study forestry in this coun- 
try. Mr. Hokodachi intends to enter the imperial forestry 
service in his own country. 

The Yale Forest School has been equipped this summer 
with a Riehlé machine for testing timber. It has a capac- 
ity of 150,000 pounds. Prof. J. W. Toumey will conduct 
the course in timber testing, which is for seniors only 
The machine will also be used for experiments this winter 
by agents of the Bureau of Forestry. Two new instruct- 
ors have been added to the ,school’s faculty. They are 
Alfred Akerman and Roy Leon Marston. Mr, Akerman 


has spent the summer in study in forestry schools of Ger- 
many. E. A. B.

Wilhelm Roth, Jr., has been appointed manager of the 
Speeler Wood Pulp and Paper Factory in Cassel, Ger- 
many, belonging to Leopold Wertheim. 


It has been decided by the Association for Paper Mak- 
ing in Letea, Roumania, to increase its capital by 600,000 
francs. The new shares (1,200 of 500 francs each) were 
oversubscribed for by the shareholders. The additional 
capital will be applied in erecting a chemical pulp factory. 


In checking undercutting, it is stated that the Paper 
Union, of Vienna, has done much useful work. Prices are 
kept up as far as possible by mutual understanding. The 
union, which at present has only two sections, is likely to 
be extended by the inclusion of other branches of the 
trade. 


A new roofing board, under the name of “Tempest 
Boards,” is being introduced by Benrath & Franck, of 
Gelbe Miihle, near Duren, Germany. The material is of 
exceptional thickness, and is strengthened by a jute net- 
ting. Tests show that it resists the most severe weather, 
and that neither sun nor rain has any influence on the 
material. 

British Acting Consul C. J. Clennel, reporting on the 
trade of Kiukiang (China) for 1901, states that a largely 
increased exportation of paper took place, especially in 
the finer qualities, of which £45,033, out of a total of £117,- 
364, was shipped, against £30,451 out of £94,156 in 1900.

Kuanghsin, in the east of Kiangsi. The increased produc- 
tion and export are due to the growing demand for print- 
ed books and newspapers in Shanghai. Taking the sec- 
ond quality of paper, 97,500 cwts. were exported last year, 
against 74,939 cwts. in the previous year, the respective 
values being £72,331 and £63,705. 

The auditing of the books of the Rheinau Mannheim 
Chemical Industry Joint Stock Company (Germany) 
showed that the company had for many years been worked 
at a loss, the deficiency having been concealed by means of 
false entries. The share capital, amounting to 2,500,000 
marks, is practically lost. The company has filed a declara- 
tion in bankruptcy. Joseph A. Boehm, first director, and 
Assistant Director Hessniger have been arrested. It ap- 
pears that the directors sold to some banking houses trans- 
fers to the value of about 500,000 marks on a New York 
banking firm with which the company had business con- 
nections, without the company having had an equivalent 
amount to its credit at New York.

It is the announced intention of the offi- 
cials to do all the work at the Indiana factory until the 
strike is settled. To prevent this the strikers have sought 
the influence of Governor Durbin. M.

Row Over a Rejected Bid. 


On Tuesday there was a lively meeting 
of the Board of City Record, New York. 
When the assembly had been called to or- 
der, R. M. Jordan, a stationer, protested 
against the action of Philip Cowen, super- 
visor of the City Record, in rejecting his 
bid for supplies to the amount of $41,034.

Mr. Cowen, in reply, said that Mr. Jor- 
dan had defaulted in some of his bids and 
had been very slow in the delivery of 
goods on contracts awarded him. 

Mr. Jordan thereupon shouted dramat- 
ically three times, “That is a falsehood.” 

Mr. Cowen tried to smooth matters over 
by apologizing for his rejection of Mr. 
Jordan’s bid, and the matter was laid over 
to give Mr. Jordan an opportunity to put 
in another bid.

PAPER.—tThe whole market continues in an unsettled 
State because of the short supply of coal. The jobbers as 
a rule report that their sales so far in October are not 
what they should be. The principal reason assigned for 
the disappointing demand is the general uncertainty that 
pervades the business world due to the coal strike. Many 
buyers are timid about making purchases, as they are 
afraid that their plants will soon be shut down for want 
of coal, This week the situation has assumed a more 
critical aspect, as even the large dry goods department 
stores have begun to feel the bad effects of the coal strike. 
The strike of the pressmen and feeders in the large print- 
ing establishments has also hurt the demand for paper. 
The Jewish holidays last week also helped to decrease 
sales. But although the demand has been cut down some- 
what the market is still strong, simply because the paper 
manufacturers will not promise deliveries on the new 
business being taken. While most of them are running 
full time there are, however, a few of them that are idle 
and others that are getting out only a part of their prod- 
uct. Laboring under such a handicap the paper manufac- 
turers are asking high prices, knowing that they can get 
them from those in need of paper. Their low priced con- 
tracts are therefore sidetracked as much as possible; at 
least this is the accusation made against the manufacturers 
by the jobbers and the large consumers. 
the only tangible change noticed in any of the different 
grades is a greater stiffening in the quotations on Book 
papers. This has been brought about by the advance of 
$3.50 per ton on soda pulp made last week. The an- 
nouncement of a general advance of one-quarter of a cent 
on Book papers is looked for this week. News paper is 
considered firmer than it has been, although the quota- 
tion remains at 2% cents. Writings are strong, although 
the consumption is less than it should be at this season 





owing to the disturbed state of general business. Manilas
